bled v ery mu ch an escap ed lu n atic. 
The man created a fu ro re m the 
who le n eighbo rho o d. 
Farmers sto p ­ 
p ed their wo rk , while bo y s o f the 
who le n eighbo rho o d did the brav ado 
act an d tried to see who co u ld get 
the clo sest to the stran ge sp ecimen o f 
hu man ity . 
The y o u n g so n o f Mr. 
an d Mrs. Jo e Green was heralded as 
the hero o f the 
Cro wd as 
he ap ­ 
p ro ached n earer to tilie « Stran ger than 
an y o n e else. He go t within o n e hu n ­ 
dred feet o f the alleged lu n atic an d 
then bro k e an d ran fo r shelter. The 
bo y had n o reaso n to fear the stran ­ 
ger fo r he did the same thin g when 
the bo y tu rn ed an d sho wed the white 
flag. 
The stran ger ap p eared to be rather 
y o u n g, p o ssibly n o t o v er twen ty -fiv e 
o r thirty y ears o ld, bu t he wo re a 
heav y gro wth o f beard, which gav e 
him the ap p earan ce o f bein g really 
o lder than he is. The man carried a 
din n er p ail lik e p o litical p arties u se 
in adv an cin g the theo ry o f the fu ll 
din n er p ail. He also carried a stick 
in his han d, o ccasio n ally thro win g it 
in the air an d catchin g it. Peo p le in 
that v icn ity fin ally decided that the 
man was demen ted an d left him alo n e 
fearin g that he might do them harm 
ev en tho u gh ap p aren tly he was p er­ 
fectly do cile. 
No thin g was seen o f 
the man to day , so far as co u ld be 
learn ed. 
The theo ry was adv an ced that the 
alleged wild man was n o n e o ther than 
Fran k Miller, so n o f Mr. an d Mrs. W. 
L. Miller o f St. Pau l, who disap p ear­ 
ed fro m his ho me o n e wTeek ago last 
Tu esday . Others in the n eighbo rho o d 
discredited the sto ry , say in g that the 
wild man lo o k ed n o thin g lik e Fran k 
Miller. 
The sto ry was giv en su ch creden ce 
aro u n d Green sbu rg that o n e o f the 
Green sbn rg p ap ers p rin ted a sto ry 
'to the effect that Fran k Miller had 
been fo u n d ru n n in g wild o v er a wo o ds 
so u thwest o f Milro y an d wo u ld be 
cap tu red an d tak en to his ho me. Bu t 
rep o rts fro m that v icin ity to day were 
that the man had n o t been tak en . 
Fran k Miller disap p eared fro m his 
ho me an d members o f his 
family 
feared that he had 
ro amed 
away , 
while in san e, wo rk in g o n the theo ry 
that he was in san e wTien he tried to 
tak e his o wn life o n ce befo re.

theo ry was later adv an ced that Miller 
had go n e to Wisco n sin as he had ex ­ 
p ressed the desire man y

Busiest Trip 
Mr. 
Taft Has Senate Passes Proctor Bill By 


Taken In Months. 


By s Majority of Forty , After Scenes 
•f Almost Unprecedented Disorder, 
the House Adopts the Reapportion­ 
ment Bill, Fix ing Representation on 


a Basis of 4 33 Members of the Lower 
House. 


W ash ington, Feb. 10.—In th e Sixty - 
th ird congress th ere will be 433 m em ­ 
bers of th e h ouse of representatives, 
as com pared w ith 39 1 In th e present 
h ouse. Th e bill reported by R epresen­ 
tative C rum packer of Indiana, from 
th e census com m ittee, providing for 
reapportionm ent on th is 433 basis, was 
passed by th e h ouse. 
T h ere was no 
recorded vote on th e passage of th e 
C rum packer bill, but just previously 
a substitute offered by R epresentative 
Campbell of K ansas proposing to re­ 
tain th e m em bersh ip of th e h ouse at 
its present total, was defeated, 131 to 
171. Th e D em ocratic side voted solid­ 
ly against th e Campbell proposition, 
and th eir strength , supplem ented by 
th e votes of sixteen Republicans wh o 
ignored th e action of th eir recent par­ 
ty caucus, gave th e proponents of th e 
increase in th e h ouse m em bersh ip a 
clear m ajority of forty . 
Of alm ost as much interest as th e 
vote of th e Campbell am endm ent was 
th e roll call on a com m ittee am end­ 
m ent urged by Mr. C rum packer and 
supported by th e solid D em ocratic 
side, providing th at any state wh ich 
gets an increase under th e bill sh all 
be re-districted by “th e legislature 
th ereof.” 
R epresentatives B arth oldt 
and Elvin of M issouri, two Republi­ 
cans, bitterly opposed th is plan, con­ 
tending th at it was noth ing m ore nor 
less th an a Dem ocratic gerry m ander. 
Th e com m ittee am endm ent carried. 
159 to 143. Th is was in th e com m ittee 
of th e wh ole. L ater in th e open h ouse 
th is 
action 
was 
reversed 
and 
th e 
am endm ent was defeated, 158 to 161. 


Voted Agalnat Own Amendment. 


Mr. Crum packer, wh o h ad previ­ 
ously 
offered 
and 
supported 
th e 
am endm ent, ch anged h is mind and 
voted against it. Speaker Cannon h ad 
h is nam e called and h e, too, voted 
“No.” 
T h ere was an outburst of ap­ 
plause from th e Republicans wh en th e 
result was announced. 
Th e defeat of 
th is am endm ent m eans th a t th e m eth ­ 
od of redistricting will be left to th e 
discretion of th e state legislatures. 
It 
was a foregone conclusion th a t many 
regular Republicans did not consider 
th em selves bound by th e action of th e 
recent caucus of th eir party , wh ich de­ 
clared against an increase of m em ber­ 
sh ip on th e basis of th e latest census 
figures, and th at th e C rum packer bill 
would pass. 
B ut h ard figh ts were 
made by backers of th e various propo­ 
sitions 
to 
am end 
th e C rum packer 
m easure. 
Th e h ouee h as seldom been m ore 
disorderly th an during th e considera­ 
tion of th e reapportionm ent h ill. P rac­ 
tically every m em ber wh o tried to ex­ 
plain or discuss an am endm ent h e h ad 
offered was h owled down 
D em ocrats 
and 
Republicans 
alike 
h ooted 
and 
booed, banged th eir desks and y elled 
"V ote” and “R egular order,” until th e 
m em ber on h is feet gave up In despair. 
Th e defeat of th e Campbell substitute 
and th e passage of th e C rum packer 
h ill w ere greeted w ith great applause. 
Th e C rum packer h ill th us passed— 
th e senate will acquiesce as a m atter 
of course— provides an increase of 
forty -two m em bers.

Senator S totsenburg’s attem pt 
to reduce th e fees and put th em on a 
sliding scale was followed by a sub­ 
stitute am endm ent by S enator Proc­ 
tor, wh o moved to place th e fee in 
cities at $1,000 and in tow ns at $700, 
including th e sta te license fee of $200. 
L ater Senator P roctor w ith drew h is 
substitute, wh ich h e said h ad been 
introduced for th e purpose of killing 
th e Stotsenburg am endm ent, ¿and rec­ 
ommended th at th e am ounts of fees be 
left as named in th e printed bill. 
Th e 
Stotsenburg am endm ent was lost by a 
vote of 11 to 36 .

Prov isions of the Bill. 


Th e am ounts of license fees in th e 
bill as passed are th e flat sum s of 
$7 00 for cities and $500 for incorporat­ 
ed towns, including th e state fee of 
$200. 
Cities of th e first and second 
classes are auth orized to ch arge fees 
for all saloons with in four miles of 
th eir lim its, cities-of all oth er classes 
with in two m iles of th eir lim its, and 
incorporated towns with in two miles 
of th eir limits. 
Among th e provisions of th e bill 
are: 
License sh all not be granted to li 
censee wh o h as perm itted gam bling in 
h is place of business; specify ing th at 
rem onstrances may h e h ad in cities as 
well as tow nsh ips; for th e revocation 
of a license h eld by a grossly immoral 
applicant or one wh o is oth erw ise 
unfit to conduct a saloon; proh ibiting 
obscene pictures in saloons; increas­ 
ing th e penal bond of th e applicant 
for renew al from $2.000 to $3,500; re 
ducing from ten to five th e num ber of 
day s wh ich a rem onstrance sh all h e 
perm itted to be filed before th e m eet­ 
ing of th e h oard at wh ich th e applica­ 
tion is to be h eard; providing increas 
ed license fees sh all not apply to pres­ 
ent licenses until expiration: th at li­ 
cense fees required to be paid to th e 
county trea surer sh all go to th e sch ool 
fund of th e sch ool corporation in wh ich 
th e licensee transacts business; pro­ 
viding th at th e applicant sh all be re­ 
sponsible for th e pay m ent of all judg­ 
m ents for civil dam ages growing out of 
unlawful sales of intoxicating liquors; 
providing for enum eration of popula 
tioa for th e purpose of saloon lim ita­ 
tion in tow nsh ips in wh ich th ere are 
no cities; allowing a saloon for th e 
first five h undred inh abitants and one 
saloon for each one th ousand inh abi­ 
tants th ereafter. 
Legislativ e Doings. 
Among th e bills reported favorably 
from com m ittees in th e senate w ere: 
An amended bill providing for th e li 
censing and exam ination of court re­ 
porters; bill for giving th e state board 
of tax com m issioners pow er to employ 
ex tra assistants; bill m aking it m an­ 
datory for sch ool h oards to establish 
a special sch ool for incorrigibles; bill 
for establish ing liquor and drug cure 
departm ents in county w orkh ouses; 
bill for th e registration of voters; bill 
for th e establish m ent and m aintenance 
of county tuberculosis h ospitals; bill 
for giving th e appellate cpurt power to 
act as a court of claim s; bill for allow­ 
ing th e W illiam H. D rapler claim of 
$5 6 ,96 3, and m any oth ers.

port* were approved. 
Eigh teen new bills h ave been intro­ 
duced in th e senate and 
forty -nine in 
th e h ouse. 
Th e h ouse h as concluded 
Its consideration of the ipeclfl* appro­
